not be quoted directly. 


The newspapermen met her in the 


library of the beautiful chateau- 
reached through a twisting stone cor- 
ridor with small banks of hydrangeas 
and pink roses in the comers. She 
looked well and contented. 


She was dressed simply in a tight 


fitting navy blue two-piece wool dress. 
Two gold flower clips were at her 
neck, and she wore earrings to match. 
Her only other jewelry was a sparkling 
sapphire and platinum ring, on the 
third fingpr of the right hand. 


Mrs. Chrales Bedaux, who owns the

Injured With Skull 


Base Fracture 


TRUCK IS D I T C H E D 


Heavy Load of Lumber 


Lunges Forward, Tear- 


ing Away Truck Cab 


Clark Warren, 50, of McCaskill. was 


instantly killed and three other Mc- 
Caskill men were injured Thursday 
morning about 12 miles east of Nash- 
ville on Highway 24 when the lumber 
truck in which they were riding 
plunged into a ditch after the steering 
gear broke. 


The injured are: 
Coy Minis, who sustained head and 


chest injuries, several fractured ribs 
and lacerations about the body. 


Marvin Strawn, dislocated hip and 


numerous lacerations. 


Charles Griffith, both legs fractured 


below the knees and a fractured skull 
at the base of the brain. All four 
men were occupants of the truck, 
which was reported to be heavily 
loaded with lumber. 


Second Seriously Hurt 


Dr. N. I. Stebbins of the Nashville 


hospital, where the injured men were 
taken, told The Star over telephone 
Friday afternoon that the condition 
of Griffith had grown critical and it 
was doubtful whether he would re- 
cover. 


"He was the most seriously injured 


of the three brought to the hospital 
and at this time his condition is very 
critical. It is doubtful whether he will 
recover," Dr. Stebbins said. 


S. F. Leslie, near whose home the 


crash occurred, and his son, Sam Les- 
lie, were the first to reach the scene 
of the wreck. Warren was dead when 
they arrived. Mims and Griffith were 
unconscious. An ambulance carried 
the dead man and the injured to the 
Nashville hospital. 


Stran .said that Warren, who was 


driving lost control when the steering 
wheel broke. The truck plunged into 
the ditch. 


Lumber Crushes Cab

England Building 
148 Fighting Ships 


Mightiest N a v a l Arma- 


ment in History Is Be- 


gun by Sea Empire 


LONDON, Eng.—(/I1)—Great Britain 


outlined Thursday one of the mightiest 
naval building programs in history and 
dropped a warning hint of Ihe power 
she will hold—particularly in the Med- 
iterranean. 


While Premier Benito Mussolini of 


Italy cruised at Libya at the head of 
his fleet. Sir Samuel Houre, first lord 
of the British Admirality, told the 
House uf Commons that secret plans 
had been made to repel miy attack "in 
narrow seas." 


Tile first lord minced no words in 


announcing Great Britain's determina- 
tion to protect empire trade routes and 
maintain her power in both hemis- 
pheres. Many observers believed Sir 
Samuel's remarks were pointed pri- 
marily at Italy. 


He told Commons that, by the end 


of the year, Great Britain would have 
under construction "the remarkable 
number" of 148 new warships. Intro- 
ducing the 1937 naval estimates, Sir 
Samuel said they call for 80 more new 
ships—above those already uuthori/.- 
ed— at a cost of S, 
r)2.').325.6oO. Among 


them, he said, will be five capital ships, 
four aircraft carriers and 17 cruisers. 


The new battleships, Sir Samuel said, 


will be faster and more heavily arm- 
ored than ever before, and "the seven 
new cruisers we propose to lay down 
will bring our under-age cruisers to 53. 
our over-age to 23." 


The five new battleships will dis- 


place 35.000 tons each and will mount 
14-inch KUII.S. The four aircraft car- 
riers to be under construction within 
the year will be of 23.000 tons each, 
treaty size, and will be far less vulner- 
able to attack than their predecessors.

The cost of the 
project will remain the same, both 
to the WPA and to the city. 


It is understood that right-of-way 


lias been given for the project and 
work is to start in tho near future. 


The proposed neon sign for the First 


National Bank building is 30 feet long 
and the letters 10 feet high.' The sign 
would be erected on steel braces su- 
spended 18 feet above the top of the 
bank building.. 


It was said the sign could be seen 


as far as the Fulton Red river bridgeL ? 
and from a distance in the air of 50 
to 75 miles. The bank building was 
selected because it is the highest 
building in town. The council voted 
to pay Mr. O'Neal a rental charge of 
$1 per year for a 10-year lease, which 
\a subject to renewal if the city de- 
sires.

Tax Hiked From 40 to 65c 


Per Gallon—Beer Tax 


Is $1.50 Barrel 


LITTLE ROCK.-Approximately 200 


Revenue Department inspectors made 
an inventory Thursday of liquor and 
beer slocks on hand at 18 wholesale 
liquor houses, 133 wholesale beer dis- 
tributors and 527 retail liquor stores 
and collected more than $75,000 addi- 
tional tax under Act 23C, which in- 
creased the liquor and beer ax. 


Senate Bill 242 by Senator Hall of 


Van Buren county, increasing tho 
liquor tax from 40 to 65 cents per gal- 
lon and the beer tax from $1 to Jl.iiO 
per barrel, was approved by Governor 
Bailey. 


At the same hour, representatives of 


the Revenue Department began their 
inventory in every county in the state. 


Under the Hall liquor tax act, the ad- 


ditional revenue will be used to sup- 
port branch agricultural experiment 
stations, to provide hospitalization for 
indigent sick, tr> help pay the cost of 
maintaining agricultural and home 
demonstration work, to aid the coun- 
ties in paying for treatment of pa- 
tients at the State Tuberculosis Sana- 
orium, and to .supplement the Confed- 
erate pension fund. 


The tax will be colelcted as a single 


tax, but will be distributed on the basis 
of 40 and 25 cents per gallon. The tax 
on a half-pint of liquor under the com- 
bined tax laws will be four cents, eight 
cents on a pint, 13 cents on a "fifth," 
and IG',4 cents on a quart. 


Revenue inspectors said that most 


liquor dealers said they would increase 
retail prices five cents per pint to make 
up for the adidtional tax.

Erysipelas, Rarely Fatal, Usually Clears Up in 


About Eight Days

Erysipelas begins as an irregularlj 


round or oval patch on almost any part 
of the skin. One kind is called the 
butterfly type, because it appears on 
each side of the face, the patch on each 
cheek being connected by a red streak 
•aver the ~ bridge of the nose. 


Erysipelas patches are dark red in 


color, slightly swollen, hot. and tender 
Once the condition begins, it may 
spread rather rapidly on the skin, cov- 
ering another inch or two every day, 
until considerable sections of the skin 
are involved. 


At the same time there may be fever 


and chill, and all the symptoms usually 
associated with a general infection of 
the body—headache, loss of appetite, 
vomiting, and sometimes delirium. 


Ordinarily, erysipelas will clear up 


in about eight days, but in severe 
cases, may take 15. 


Erysipelas 6f the face may spread 


over the entire face, including the eye- 
lids, and may even swell the eyes shut, 
when erysipelas affects the ear, this 
organ will become exceedingly thick. 


It is an interesting fact that erysipe- 


las frequently stops when it reaches 
the hairline or, in fact, any natural 
boundary such as the nape of the neck 


•„ or the edges where the skin is tight 


over the bones. 


An infection of this kind usually is 


accompanied,by much fever, and also 


'. ' an emphatic increase in the number of 
*' whjte;blood cells, which are concern- 
" ed with the attack on the infection. 
i,i 
When the skin infection stops, the 


fever begins to drop. If the skin has 


^ been-swollen' enough to be damaged by 
.' the inflammation, it may peel after 
' the disease passes. In some cases how- 


•ever, erysipelas may repeatedly attack 
the same areas of skin and may cause a 
permanent thickening which, like any 
type of scarring, is unsightly. 


The most serious complication of 


erysipelas, of course, is a secondary in- 
fection with other germs, particularly 
of the type associated with abscesses. 
If abscesses develop, it may become 
necessary to apply new methods of 
treatment to control the formation of 
pus and to get rid of the infecious 
material. 


In erysipelas cases, a secondary in- 


fection with pneumonia, a severe ab- 
scess, or a secondary infection of heart 
or joints may be much more serious 
than the original disease itself. 


Erysipelas seldom proves fatal. Nev- 


ertheless, in very young babies, and in 
very old and in sickly people, it may 
be sufficiently serious to cause death. 
In general, however, the death rate for 
erysipelas is low—about three deaths 


year for every 100.000 people in a 


community. 


When erysipelas appears repeatedly 
n the same individual the new attacks 
'requently may be controlled by treat- 
ment of the condition from which the 
erysipelas arises. Chronic sinus infec- 
tion, ringworm of the feet, and con-1 
stant irritation of the skin by rough 
Nothing or similar material may be the 
Beginning of inflammation in such 
repeated cases. 


A great many experiments have been 


carried out to define the exact form of 
the sreptococcus responsible for erysip- 
elas, and there seems to be a well- 
established belief that a special form 


streptococcus, different from that 


vhich usually causes scarlet fever, is 
esponsible for this condiion.

Heredity and Food at Root of Bad Teeth 


A dentist said recently that he was 


having his early spring rush and ap- 


• -pointments had to be made at least a 


week ahead. 


"How does that come?" I asked, sur- 
prised. "Why spring?" 


'^Better weather to get here for one 


reason," he replied, ''and then, you 
know, I still believe that more starch 
and sugar in winter diets have some- 
thing to do with decay. There isn't 
any question that people do use heav- 
ier desserts in winter, and naturally 
they .go in for more starchy foods." 


But he added that if everyone was 


getting needed minerals in diet and 
brushing teeth as usual, there was no 
reason for decay at one time of year 
more than another. Except that tooth 
trouble comes from low vitality and 
illness, too, and cold settling in jaws. 
In short, winter is no respecter of teeth 
any more than it is of ears and throat, 
and dormant infections often kick up 
trouble. 


Ingredients For Good Teeth 


This brings us to the general care of 


children's teeth, from the baby on up, 
and why it is that some children have 
naturally good strong "ivories" while 
others have poor ones. 


In the first place, racial'tendencies 


have something to do with it. Sun 
dwellers run to hard white teeth. Races 
deprived of it, and who also lack com- 
pensating foods, are likely to have soft 
ones. 


Next comes parental influence. If 


the expectant mother lacks sufficient 
sun and a generous diet of fruits, veg- 
etables and sunfoods rich in vitamins, 
her baby may have poor teeth. So ac- 
tually baby's good teeth should be an-, 


ticipated long before he is bom. 


When he gets here, doctors continue 


the diet within a few weeks by sup- 
plementing milk with codliver oil and 
orange juice. And as soon as he can 
take them, he is given strained veg- 
etables, tomato juice and so on. Babies 
get egg yolk much earlier, too, than 
used to be the case. The idea is to set 
up bony structure in general, and teeth 
are part of it. 


When a do?,en or so teeth have ap- 


peared, then begins the mother's part 
in direct care, because the other is in- 
direct. A tiny soft tooth brush may 
be used morning and night. And 
through life this should be kept up. 
It is a valuable habit, and all habits 
must have early beginnings. 


Brushing Minimizes Decay 


Children should brush their own 


teeth after meals. Whatever effect 
lodged food has on teeth—some say 
much, others say less—daily brushing 
keps the green tartar from forming, 
and this is a hotbed for decay. 


Food must be chewed and chewed. 


And there should be enough crusts and 
other tough subjects, not curl the hair, 
but to strengthen jaws, and roots of 
teeth and gums. Good, solid, healthy

gums are important. 


First-teeth should be preserved as 
long as they are not loosening. It pays 
to have these looked after periodically 
and even filled. The second teeth will 
do belter if this is done, for various 
reasons.

days in straightening. 


Diet, cleanliness and care; sunlight,

Jesus Prays for Ills Disciples 


Text: John 16:5-7; 17:14-26 


This lesson on Jesus praying for His 


disciples recalls the words of Jesus 
to Peter at the Last Supper hath desir- 
ed to hnve you, that he nuty sift you as 
wheat; but I hnve prayed for thee, that 
thy fnith fail not." Essentally, this 
was the prnycr of Jesus for His dis- 
ciples, that their faith should not fail, 
and that they should be equal to the 
burdens and responsibilities that they 
had accepted in becoming His disciples. 


The love of Jesus for His disciples 


and His deep concrn for them was, if 
anything, intensified by His realiza- 
tion that some would leave them. He 
knew they would miss His supporting 
presence, and the inspiration of His 
own example of faith and courage. 


Consequently He assured them that 


Ho would send them the Comforter, the 
Holy Spirit, whoso presence would 
sustain them and who would bring to 
them all that His own early living 
presence had meant. 


In the presence of .some, at least, 


who remembered and recorded His 
words. He prayed to the Father for 
the disciples, whom He was leaving. 
He realized that they would be in a 
hostile world where men would hate 
them. Yet His^jjraycr was not that 
they would be taken from the world, 
but that in liis world of evil, they 
should be kept from evil. His earnest 
yeanling was that they should be sanc- 
tified in the truth. Jesus was send- 
ing them into the world in the same 
spirit and with the same purpose that 
the Father had sent the Son into the 
world. Supremely He had devoted 
Himself to them, and it was His earnest 
prayer that the same sanctification 
might be theirs. 


Nor was He praying for only the im- 


mediate circle of disciples. He per- 
ceived that there would be the dis- 
ciples of days to come, then men and 
women who would see the truth, and 
accept it as it was proclaimed by those 
whom He was sending forth. 


For these disciples the earnest prayer 


was that they might be strengthened in 
the uniy of'love. His one great pur- 
pose was that (lie love that the Father 
had for the world might become the 
love- dominating every relationship 
among the disciples themselves, and

"Funny Business" Brings 


About Suspension at 


Hot Springs 


HOT SPRINGS—Rumors that "fun- 


ny business'' has been going on at 
Oaklawn race track came into the 
open Thursday when it was an- 
nounced that Jockey Johnny Hernan- 
dez and that Jockey F. A. Smith hud 
been suspended for five days for 
tough riding. 


Suspension of Hernandez was an- 


nounced by Steward Willian Hamilton 
who said it followed investigation by 
officials of the Oaklawn Jockey Club 
in which evidence was obtained that 
Hernandez had used a battery on 
Rutland, and odds-on favorite which 
won the fifth race Thursday. March 
4. Rutland paid $3.40. S2.50 and 52.30. 


Hamilton said that the device, which 


resembles a cigarette lighter and is 
made from a dry battery, is held in the 
jockey's hand and touched to the 
horse's neck, terrorizing him. Her- 
nandez's case will be taken vip by the 
Arkansas Racing Commission at the 
close of the meet. The commission has 
power to extend the suspension. 


Smith was suspended as the result 


of his tactics while riding Scout Plane, 
the R. Robertson entry in the second 
race Wednesday. It was charged that 
he caused his horse to cross over and 
interfere with Delta Dan.

Only Thursday Smith filed a protest j

Some day some one is going to de- 


clare a Christmas in March for fish- 
ermen. 
For March, besides 
being 


windy, is the most of preparation, and 
anticipation for anglers, and they'd 
just as soon have Santa Glaus fill their 
socks with various items of tackle 
they've ogled at in stores and mag- 
azines, as the usual assortment of 
ties, handkerchiefs, and vari-colored 
shorts. 


Right now avid anglers nre busy 


overhauling tackle, replacing worn 
items, and falling easy prey to lures 
that have been developed over the 
winter not only to entice fish, but 
the fishermen themselves. 


This year is no exception. Counters 


are groaning under an assortment of 
baits that resemble anything from n 
sickly looking frog to an over-ripe ba- 
nana. Much of this tackle is good, a lot 
is fair, and some of it wouldn't catch 
fish with the help of a net. 


But your modern Ike Walton isn't 


fooled by the latter. He doesn't spend 
millions of dollars a year for tackle 
without learning a lesson. They're 
able to discern the difference between 
fish getters and fishermen's goat-get- 
ters. 


Fly-Costing Is Fine 


All types of fishing tackle show a 


big improvement this season. 


In the fly casting division there is 


a noticeable trend toward finer tackle, 
with tapered lines better than ever, 
longer and finer leaders more in de- 
mand, and flies of the midge variety, 
tied on hooks size 18 and 20 getting 
more and more use as their value in 
the hot summer months is realized. 


There's still the battle between hol- 


low steel and bamboo in the rod de- 
partment. The steel weapons have 
been further developed, having been 
pulled clown to a weight as low as 
four ounces in order to give greater 
flexibility. Bamboo, in an effort to 
keep apace of the development of steel, 
has been incorporated into double- 
built sticks, and rods with steel cent- 
ers. 


In the matter of reels, there is a wid- 


er trend toward the automatic variety, 
which has been lightened considerably, 
and brought within a fail' price range. 


Greater effort is being made to edu- 


cate the fisherman to balance hi.s 
reel with rod and line. 


In this connection 
one 
concern, 


featuring balanced tackle, has em- 
ployed Tony Accetta, former amateur 
casting champion and now king of the 
pros, to make a tour of the country 
preaching the gospel of correct bal- 
lance. 


In bait casting, as in fly fishing, the 


battle wages between steel and bam- 
boo rods. This writer leans toward 
bamboo in the long rod, but favors 
hollow steel in bait casting, because 
metal rods' can stand a lot more pun- 
ishment. 


The power steel rods with double 


grips are mighty effective weapons in 
tolling biy .spoons and plugs for 
'lunge and big pike—and who would 
want to manhandle a good bamboo rod 
in that fashion! 


l Bait casting reels continue to im- 
prove, 
with 
finer development of 


the level wind feature. 
One com- 


pany has gone so far as to dispense 
with the line carrage and worm en- 
tirely, using a spiral wind device that 
spools the line evenly. Wider use of 
aluminum alloy in spools and chassis 
is making for less, weight and wrist 
fatigue. 


Getting down to the hires themselves 


—there are a legion. 


There's the new "ding-bat." a crea- 


tion featuring two sets of hair less 
and a mouth piece that gives the plug 
on erratic action while it runs deep. 
The bucktail legs impart a sinuous at- 
traction that has been missing in 
wooden plugs for years.

The 
other end produces a deep darting 
movement. 


A new "devil" bait, development of 


the old ace-king-queen scries spoon, 
also incorporates a bucktail. It's a 
wobbler that dives deep. 


Development goes forward fast in 


the bass bug division. Three new 
eye-catchers this year are the pop- 
eyed frog, with wriggly hair logs; a 
plunkcr bus bug, and » .small brother 
of the river runt. 


In the fly department, in addition 


to a wider manufacture of midge and 
small flies, there is n growing pop- 
ularity among the bivi.sibles. 
This 


fly has been comparatively slow in 
catching on in this country because, in 
the quiet chalk streams of England, 
where our fly fishing art came from 
there was little reason to employ it. 
However, In the rushing mountain 
streams of the United States, where- 
fast while water is apt to suck under 
n finely tied dry fly, the heavily- 
hncklecl bivisible is right ot home.

Just 13 years ago, on March 5. 1922, a ' 


wiry little man became Czar of Mnvio- 
dom. Since that time there have been 
many rumors that another man was to 
succeed him. but Will Hays still wields 
the scepter in filmland. 


A year ago, in fact, he was asked 


to tear up his contract, which would 
have expired next mouth, and there- 
upon he was given a new one for five 
years. That's what Hollywood thinks 
of Hays. 


And there's a good reason. Early in 


1922 
the 
film capital, quivering in 


alarm, was the target of critieicnl 
blasts from all over the nation. Edi- 
torials, sermons, and resolutions by the 
scores were slamming Hollywood for 
the luridness of its films and of its 
stars' private lives. 


Disastrous censorship seemed just 


around the corner. To nvevt it, some- 
thing had to be done quickly. The 
Motion Picture Producers and Distrib- 
utors of America, Inc., was formed, and 
Will Hayes was chosen to guide it in 
its work of advancing and making se- 
cure tlie future of the screen. 


Hays had been a prominent lawyer, 


a chairman of the Republican National 
Committee, a postmaster general; and 
he had held other notable honors.

sought.

In him. they believed they had just 


the ma nto arbitrate between etern- 
ally crapping movie magnates, and to 
mold film policy so as to ward off crit- 
icism and censorship.
